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PREFACE. 


Ix  January,  1882,  I published,  with  the  permission  of  the  Hospital 
Committee,  a History  of  the  Hospital  from  its  foundation  to  the  year  1881. 
Looking  at  the  fact  that  the  old  Hospital  buildings  are  rapidly  giving 
place  to  the  new  Hospital  in  course  of  erection  through  the  generosity  of 
Sir  J.  Blundell  Maple,  Bart.,  M.P.,  it  seemed  to  me  to  be  a fitting  time  to 
continue  the  history  of  the  Hospital,  in  order  that  all  the  steps  in  the 
progress  of  the  institution  might  be  permanently  placed  on  record  in  a 
concrete  form.  With  this  object  I have  prepared  a Record  ok  Events, 
giving  matters  of  interest  in  connexion  with  the  working  of  the  Charity, 
particulars  of  questions  pertaining  to  the  Medical  Staff,  of  distinctions 
gained  by  Students,  and  of  various  other  subjects  as  shown  in  the  table  of 
contents. 

The  information  here  recorded  has  been  compiled  from  the  Hospital 
Reports  issued  by  the  Committee,  and  covers  the  ground  from  the  year 
1882  to  the  year  1901  inclusive. 

The  Record  of  Events  is  published  with  the  permission  of  the 
Committee,  but  I am  alone  responsible  for  the  contents,  and  therefore 
trust  that  any  errors  and  unintentional  omissions  in  the  compilation  may 
be  pardoned. 

The  surplus  proceeds  of  sale,  after  the  expenses  of  publication  have 
been  liquidated,  will  be  paid  into  the  Hospital  funds.
